New York, May 22.—Charles 


Becker was found guilty of first 


degree murder for the death of 


the gambler, Herman Rosenthal 


after a deliberation of four hours 


and four minutes. 


Xew York, May 22.—The case of 


diaries Becker, charged with procur- 
ing the death of the gambler, Herman 
HosKnthal, was given Into the hands 
of the jury, at 12:52 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon, 
immediately 
following 
the 


charge delivered to the jurors by Su- 
preme Court Justice Seabury. It took 
nearly three hours to give the charge. 


Becker 
appeared 
in court a few 


minutes after the jury was 
seated. 


His wife sat in a secluded corner of 
the room. 


Judge Seabury began his charge to 


the jury at 10 o'clock. 
The charge was worded with scru- 


pulous care; time and again Justice 
Seabury 
told 
the 
grave 
audience 


"Yours is the duty to decide which 
vou shall believe. 
Justice does not 


require a victim if this defendant is 
innocent. It would be terrible to find 
him guilty because of any prejudice 
which would be held against him, -but 
you must not allow your judgment to 
be influenced by your sympathy." 


"This defendant," began Judge Sea- 


bury, "is charged-with murder, iu the 
iirst degree. 
They do not claim that 
he fired the shot that killed Rosenthal, 
but they charge him with' procuring 
the commission of the crime., 
"If this defendant, as a lieutenant 


of police, has hired gunmen to commit 
a murder, justice demands that he be 
(onvictejj and punished by being sen- 
tenced to de'ath, but he must be proved 
Kuilty beyond a reasonable 
doubt. 
Justice Seabury read the jury several 
.statutes •dealing with the charge ot 
inurder to show that in law a man 
who procured or aided in the commis- 
sion of a murder is to be considered 
a principal. 


"If this defendant," 
he 
went on, 
"either 
directly 
or indirectly pro- 
cured the murder of Rosenthal. he is 
cuilty as charged. The state has. in- 
troduced botirdirect and circumstan- 
tial evidence. The law does not act 
upon circumstantial evidence alone. 
It does act, however, when some direct 
evidence is introduced. Jurors should 
not disregard circumstantial evidence 
simply because it is such." 


The jury sat in 
silence while the 
usual motions for dismissing the case 
were made and then liled quietly to 
their rooms. Becker 
went to 
his 


cell in the 
Tombs, while his 
wite 
went to luncheon 
in a 
near-by res- 


taurant.

Whether or not- they would accept 
the invitation was not known, but it 
was positively asserted that should 
they do so it would be without direct- 
ing an armistice or agreeing in ,any 
way to check their campaign against 
Huerta forces. 
President Wilson discussed with the 


cabinet today the report received from 
American Commissioners Lainar and 
Lehmann at the Niagara Falls media- 
tion conference. As th.e cabinet mem- 
bers assembled for the regular semi- 
weekly meeting alt of them reiterated" 
expressions o£ hope that the peace ne- 
gotiations would bear fruit. 
Among the subjects of particular in- 
terest to cabinet members was the re- 
port that the Mexican constitutional- 
ist leaders had decided to send a rep- 
resentative to Niagara Falls, though 
it was understood that the Carranza 
agent would not: be a party to the 
actual mediation.; The 
decision 
to 


send a representative who would in- 
form the mediators of the purposes 
and hopes of the 
constitutionalists, 
was regarded as encouraging for later 
negotiations 
should agreement 
be 
reached between the United States 
and the Huerta government. 


Carranza Delegate Coming. 
Contented with the 
announcement 


from Washington that the constitu- 
tionalists were planning to send 
a 


representative here. Jbe mediators, as 
well as the American and Mexican 
delegates awaited with much interest 
today some definite word as to his 
mission. 
Until the exhausted .purpose of a 
constitutionalist representative here 
is officially communicated to the medi-. 
ators, they will be unable to deter- 
mine whether or not he can be ad- 
mitted into the negotiation. 


A midnight conference of the .three 
mediators and the Huerta delegates 
discussed various7 possibilities in this 
connection, but no conclusion was un- 
derstood to have been reached in view 
of the absence of definite information.

ADViCf AS TO CAKE 


OF SITIttWBERfiY BED 


By George J. Kellogg. 
If you have set put strawberry beds 
every blossom wants clipping off as 
soon as It shows itself.. The ground 
needs to be kept looee, but do not hoe 
or cultivate deep—two .inches is deep 
enough. Don't loosen the roots of the 
plant. 
Some are setting put straw- 
berries yet and unless the plants are 
stripped 
down 
to one leaf and the 
blossom stems removed there Will be 
many failures. 
Even then it will be 
necessary to shade the plants with 
leafy boughs and water freely, with 
water standing in the sun during the 
day, putting it on at sundown. 
The same treatment might be ap- 


plied to vegetable plants. Of course 
the time to set things is just after a 
rain when it is st?'l cloudy. 
If the 
ground is dry a cup of water applied 
when the plant is half set is labor 
well invested. 
Everything planted this spring needs 
a good mulch of straw manure, good 
well rotted manure shavings, saw dust, 
chip manure or something to keep the 
ground moist.
